bucket was won for cutters, 10% 
packing rates, plus $20, monthly in- 
crease for monthly employees and 
$4.80 weekly increase on weekly 
employees. 

The new wage schedule went 
into effect on Sunday, August 18, 
and had been under negotiation, for 
several weeks. . 

Under the new rate there is no 
wage under $1.02 per hour and this 
minimum.applies only to about ten 
workers, all unclassified. Average 
low rate.is $1,05 hourly. 

On the average, the few wage 
schedule is the highest on the Pa- 
cific Coast for cannery workers, al- 
though a few classifications in :cer- 
tain areas may be higher, Caveny 
said. 

Negotiations were handled by 
Caveny and Union Secretary Roy 
Humbracht. 

Last Mareh 15 these officials 
won a raise of 16 cents hourly for 
women, 19 cents for men, and a 
contract through to July 31, 1947. 
Negotiation for the new increase 
had to be made on basis of re- 
opening the wage schedule to get 
incerases to meet rising living 
costs.

Abuses in the system and state

and by Major Gen. G. B.. Erskine, 
retraining and re-employment di- 
rector, shortly before Congress ad- 
journed. 

When Congress finished correc- 
tive legislation, however, the bill 
carried a provision limiting the to- 
tal income—wages plus subsistence 
allotment—to $175 monthly for sin- 
gle trainees and $200 for married. 
WHAT IT MEANS 

Broken down, this limitation 
means that by the time a married 
worker has reached a wage of 
about $46 a week, he may no 
longer draw a nickel from the fed- 
eral job-training fund. The figure 
for the single man is about $40 a 
week, Put in hourly terms, the top 
limit for the married man is about 
$1.15, and around $1 for the single 
worker. 

Once the trainees’ wages plus 
subsistence reaches the legal limit, 
each new wage raise means a cut 
in his government check. Calcula- 
tion shows that the trainee gets no 
raise in total earnings once he 
passes 65c an hour if married, or 
50c an hour single. 

This drastic cut 
trainee pay was termed a “joker” 
in the law by one observer who 
said “this proviso destroys the use- 
fulness of the act for many vet- 
erans.” 

DISRUPT ORIGINAL PLAN 
“The idea behind the subsistence 


allowances in the original GI bill’! 


he said “was to permit veterans to 
pursue a course of study without 
impairing their earning power. If 
ceilings at $175 and $200 are es- 
tablished, many of these service- 
men are relegated to inferior living 
standards. 

“It is true that there has been 
considerable abuse on the matter 
of wages, but the abuse does not 
justify a remedy which would err 
as far on the other extreme and 
would adversely affect thousands 
of legitimate veteran employes. . 
Surely a veteran is entitled to earn 
more than $175 a month for full 
time employment.” 

He cited figures, from current 
wages in the steel industry to show 
the new proviso almost cuts the 
allotment program out of the in- 
dustry. 

The same observer also scored 
the new two-year limit on train- 
ing programs and the fact that 
cheating employers are “penalized” 
by cancelling allowances to the 
veteran. He said the veterans com- 
mittee would take action at the 
next session of Congress to correct 
these shortcomings in the bill. 
AVC SCORES CHANGES 

Legislative Director Chat Pater- 
son of the American Veterans Com- 
mittee in a statement to Federated 
Press criticized the income ceilings 
as “severely handicapping the pro- 
gram for veterans in training for

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AND THE WALRUS WEEPS 

The British Government says the Jews, not it, are to 
blame for violence in Palestine. With equal logic, the 
British Government may contend— . 

That Hindus and Moslems are to blame for the cen- 
turies-old violence in India; 

That Americans in the colonies were to blame for 
the violence in the revolution of 1776; 

That the Boers were to blame for the violence 
against the British in the Boer War; 

That the Irish were to blame for the violence in the 
war for independence; 

‘That the Egyptians are to blame for the violent ob- 
jections to British domination of their country; 

That the Greeks are to blame for their violent op- 
position to British interference in their internal affairs; 

And so on, and so on, ad infinitum, back through 
century after century and in a hundred different spots on 
the globe. 

The attempt to secure and maintain “empire” all 
over the world means, first, war for conquest; second, 
force to, suppress native revolt; third, “balance of 
power’ maneuvering (that is, playing weak nations 
against, strong ones so that the strong ones can’t wrest 
away some of your swag). 

Speaking of war and militarism, consider the record 
of Britain between 1838 and 1900: 


1838, war on Afghanistan; 1840, opium war on China; 1846, war in 
the Punjab; 1853, war on Russia; 1856, war on China; 1857, war in 
India to suppress Sepoy mutiny; 1861, military action against Mexico; 
1864, war on Japan; 1867, attack on Abyssinia; 1873, war against Ash- 
antees; 1875, conquest of Malays; 1877, intervenes in Russo-Turkish war 
and takes over Transvaal Republic; 1878, war on Afghanistan; 1882, 
seize Cairo and bombard Alexandria; 1885, reconquers Sudan, wars in 
Burman, invades Thibet; 1889, suppresses revolt in India; 1891, wars in 
Afriea; 1897, swarm into Africa and intervene in other countries; 1899, 
Wars on Boer republics, bombards Samoan villages; 1900, joins with 
other nations to suppress Boxer rebellion in China. 


Of course, Britain can’t be blamed for all this vio- 
lence. You see, the victims of conquest are just too un- 
couth to appreciate its blessings! 


IS THIS A RACKET? | 

Somebody has been making a killing out of the 
-movies. We don’t know whether it’s been made by the 
studios or by the theaters, or by both, but consider this: 

For years second and third run houses have been 
showing “reissues.” A “reissue” is a fancy name for an 
old picture that has whiskers on it. In advertising these 
films that have been dug out of the distributors’ cob- 
webby archives, theaters rarely mention the fact that 
some of them were produced in Hollywood before FDR 
went in for his first term. 

Meantime the exhibitors charge the same price of 
admission to see these jumpy old pictures as they do to 
see current releases. If they get these ancient flickers 
from the distributors at a greatly reduced rate (which 
is likely) , then they have been cleaning up at the expense 
of the public. 

If the studios charge the same price for the reissues 
as they do for the new films, then they are the ones who 
have been gouging the theater-goer. 

During the war the excuse was made that the pro- 
duction of new movies had to be drastically curtailed 
because of the scarcity of materials, including celluloid 
for film. We are wondering if such excuses were not a 
little bit overworked because of the much greater profit 
on “‘reissues.” 


GREED STILL RUNS CHINA 
We get a little tired of repeating that the forces that 
dominate the Chiang Kai-Shek government of China 
are reactionary, greedy, conscienceless and corrupt.
